REMARKS

Claims 1-32 are currently pending. Reexamination and reconsideration of the 
pending claims is respectfully requested. The Examiner has objected to the title of the invention. 
The title has been amended. 

Claims 1-8, 11, 12, 17-24, 27, and 28 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. §102(e) as being 
anticipated by U.S. Patent Application Publication No. 2003/0127649 to Chae et al. Applicants 
thank the Examiner for acknowledging that claims 9, 10, 13-16, 25, 26, and 28-32 contain 
allowable subject matter. 

Applicants note that the filing date of Chae, December 16, 2002, is after the 
September 3, 2002 filing date of Korean Patent Application 2002-52660 from which the present 
application claims priority. Therefore, Applicants remove Chae as a prior art reference by filing 
herewith a certified English language translation of Korean Patent Application 2002-52660 to 
perfect the claim to priority under 35 U.S.C. §119. Accordingly, Applicant's respectfully request 
the Examiner to withdraw the § 102(e) rejection of the claims.
